Pat Brown and Arden 
Fish are distilling birch bark under 
reduced pressure, to obtain medical 
tar. 


Daphne Newland is experimenting 
on pigments, and has produced a 
variety of brilliant colors. Cancer 
claims the attention of Nancy Colburn 
and Pat Brown, who are trying it with 
a view to. bring professional research 
on it some day. 


Barbara Cooper and Nancy Whitney 
are engaging in hydroponics, and 
have some plants in the process of 
sprouting without soil. 

Nancy Colburn and Helen Mason 
are studying sulfanilamide and re- 
lated drugs, with the hope of mine 
some in the laboratory. 

Virginia Parker and Helen Hinman 
are working on peniccilin, and have 
grown penicillium  italicum, soft 
lemon-mold, in the laboratory. They 
intend to perfect their teehniques of 
culturing and steriling.
